that  such  railway  enterprise  has  been  mainly  fostered  by  large  Pro- 
vincial subsidies  and  material  aid  voted  by  Municipalities  by  way  of 
bonus  to  the  promoters  of  such  railway  construction,  and 

That  such  rapid  progress  of  railway  construction  and  consequent 
development  of  the  Province  are  mainly  attributable  to  the  generous 
aid  voted  by  the  ratepayers  of  several  municipalities  herein  referred 
to,  and  which  municipalities  are  now  heavily  taxed  for  such  liberality 
and  public  spirit. 

That  Your  Petitioners  have  now  before  them  a  compilation  of 
railway  statistics  prepared  under  the  orders  of  the  Honorable  the 
Minister  of  Railways  for  the  years  1880-81,  by  which  it  appears  that 
irrespective  of  Government  subsidies  certain  municipalities  of  the  Pro- 
vince have  granted  aid  by  way  of  bonus  in  the  promotion  of  railway 
construction  amounting  to  $7,378,244,  and  have  subscribed  to  shares 
and  bonds  in  the  further  sum  of  $592,500,  or  in  the  aggregate  nearly 
$8,000,000. 

That  so  far  as  Your  Petitioners  are  concerned  they  are  solely 
served  by  the  system  of  railways  now  known  as  the  Midland  Division 
of  the  Grand  Itunk  Railway^  but  formerly  known  as  the  Midland 
Railway  9f  Canada^  built  under  a  charter  granted  by  the  old  Parlia- 
ment of  Canada,  and  the  following  lines  built  under  Provincial 
charters,  namely  :— 
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The  Toronto  and  Nipissing  Railway, 

The  Grand  Junction  Railway, 

The  North  Hastings  Junction  Railway, 

i  he  North  Simcoe  Junction  Railway, 

The  Victoria  Railway,  and 

The  Whitby,  Port  Perry  and  Lindsay  (Extension)  Railway, 
A'l  of  which  lines  are  now  connected  with  or  have  terminal  points  on 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  and  by  the  directorate  of  whice  the  said 
Midland  Division  is  now  operated  and  managed. 

That  the  said  Midland  Division  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway 
has  be'.:n  declared  by  46  Victoria,  Chapter  24,  to  be  in  the  interest  of 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  generally. 

That  the  said  lines  formmjj;  the  said  Midland  Division  have, 
independent  of  Prmincial  subsidies,  been  aided  by  municipal  bonuses 
voted  by  the  people,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $1,242,666,  that 
is  to  say  : —

That  of  these  amounts  certain  municipalities  of  the  County  of 
Victoria  have  voted  and  are  now  paying  the  sums  as  follows,  being 
bonuses  to  lints  of  railway  in  the  above  system,  namely  :

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Reference  to  the  statistical  report  above  quoted  will  show  that 
many  of  the  municipalities  through  which  the  said  lines  run,  and 
which  afford  them  every  facility  for  the  conveyance  of  th^  products  of 
their  mines,  fields  and  forests  to  the  markets  of  the  world  as  well  as 
the  rapidity  and  comfort  of  travel  have  not  contributed  one  cent 
directly  towards  the  promotion  of  this  great  provincial  system  of  rail- 
ways, thereby  leaving  the  burden  to  be  borne  by  the  municipalities 
which  have  evinced  a  great  spirit  of  liberality  and  progress. 

Your  Petitioners  venture  most  respectfully  to  urge  that  as  the 
several  lines  so  aided  now  forming  the  Midland  Division  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Railway  have  been  by  Parliament  declared  to  be  that  which 
they  always  were, "/«  the  interests  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  generally  " 
and  that  as  such  general  interests  have  been  mainly  promoted  and 
called  into  existence  by  Provincial  subsidies  and  municipal  aid,  you 
will  have  the  goodness  to  take  their  entire  surroundings  and  useful- 
ness to  the  Dominion  into  your  early  and  favorable  consideration  with 
the  view  of  relieving  Your  Petitioners,  and  the  municipalities  of  the 
Province  generally,  granting  such  bonuses,  from  the  heavy  burden  of 
taxation  under  which  we  and  they  now  suffer,  and  place  such  burden 
on  the  Dominion  in  general,  in  the  interests  of  which  the  said  lines  of 
railway  have  been  declared  by  the  Parliament  to  exist. 

And  while  thus  respectfully  urging  that  a  general  measure  of 
relief  may  be  extended  to  the  several  municipalities  of  the  Province, 
granting  aid  as  detailed  in  the  report  of  the  Honorable,  the  Minister 
of  Railways,  Your  Petitioners  venture  confidently  to  leave  the  case  of 
the  County  of  Victoria  in  the  hands  of  the  Government,  from  the  firm 
conviction  that  they  and  the  Province  ot  Ontario  generally  will  at  an 
early  date  receive  as  liberal  and  just  treatment  as  has  been  extended 
to  our  fellow-citizens  in  the  Lower  Provinces  in  the  matter  of  recoup- 
ment of  the  money  of  the  people  appropriated  towards  the  develop- 
ment of  the  country  by  the  construction  of  railways  declared  to  be  in 
the  interests  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  generally.

REPORT    GAOL    COMMITTEE,     NOVEMBER     SESSION- 
To  the  Warden  and  Councillors  of  the  County  of  Welland,  in  Council  Assembled: 
Your  Gaol  Committee  beg  to  make  the  following  report  of  their 
labors  since  last  session  of  Council. 
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Your  Committee  acting  under  instructions  of  Council,  advertised 
for  tenders  for  heating  the  Court  House  and  Gaol,  and  in  due  time 
received  the  same.  The  lowest  tender  received  being  R.  F.  Carter  & 
Co.,of  Niagara  Falls,Ont.,for  the  sum  of  $2,775,  to  whom  the  work  was 
accordingly  let,and  completed  in  a  satisfactory  manner;  with  the  bene- 
fit of  same  we  trust  the  Council  will  be  pleased.  Mr.  Carter 
was  also  engaged  to  put  railing  on  each  side  of  front  and  back  stej  s. 
the  usefulness  of  which  no  doubt  every  councillor  will  admit  th\  ne- 
cessity of,  particularly  during  the  winter;  and  also  making  pump  con- 
nections, the  total  sum  for  this  extra  work  being  $24.98.  Mr.  Carter 
kindly  presented  the  County  with  a  silver-plated  steam-gauge  to  be 
placed  in  the  Gaoler's  office. 

Your  Committee  also  let  the  contract  for  roofing  the  Court 
House  to  Messrs.  Irwin  &  Son  of  Hamilton,  for  the  sum  of  $2 1 24.09 
t'u'  work  completed  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Your  Committee  considered  in  the  interest  of  the  County, 
while  Mr.  Irwin  had  material  and  men  on  the  spot  to  have  the  wings 
also  roofed,  as  in  a  very  short  time  it  would  be  needed,  and  the  present 
was  the  most  opportune  time  to  have  it  done,  which  has  been  done 
in  a  satisfactory  manner  at  a  cost  of  $300, 

Messrs.  Irwin  &  Son  were  also  instructed  to  do  some  repairs  on 
front  of  building  and  put  in  ventilators  in  Court  Room  at  a  cost  Or 
$43.  Messrs.  Irwin  &  Son  kindly  presented  the  county  with  a  coat 
of  arms  for  Court  Room.  Your  Committee  had  engaged  Mr.  G.  W, 
Wright  of  Suspension  Bridge,  a?  architect  to  draw  plans,specifications, 
&c.,  at  a  cost  of  $150,  which  work  Mr.  Wright  performed  in  a  satis- 
factory manner. 

Your  Committee  also  let  '^hc  contract  for  building  the  stone 
kitchen  on  the  North  side  of  building  to  Marcus  Vanderburgh  for  the 
sum  of  $655.  This  work  at  last  session  of  Council  was  not  anti- 
cipated in  connection  with  the  b.o;iti:i5;  but  when  the  architect  and 
Mr.  Carter  met  your  Committee  in  c.tasideration  of  this  work,  the  ne- 
cessity for  this  extra  expenditure  s'^m^i  unavoidable,  and  the  con- 
tract was  accordin^^ly  let.  Tho  w.  ,;  Irn  been  done  well,  and  in  a 
satisfactory  manner;  further  e-c;)!,M.i:i  j;is  in  reference  thereto,  your 
Committee  would  be  pi  jas:d  t  J  .'.  ;  if  required.  Mr.  Vanderburgh 
has  also  done  sundry  jobs  under  ths;  instructions   of  your  committee 
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to  the  amount  of  $46,45.  Your  Committee  also  engaged  James 
Harris  of  Fort  Erie  as  overseer  of  roofing,  during  progress  of  same,  at 
an  expense  of  $87. 

Your  Committee  also  engr.jed  E.  A.  Gill  of  Welland,  to  drill 
holes,  soldering  railing,  repairs  t,>  cell  doors,  and  bush  hammering 
front  steps,  at  a  cost  of  $24.98.  'lur  committee  would  recommend 
that  the  rear  steps  be  also  faced  u).  The  work  done  by  Mr.  Gill  was 
also  performed  in  a  satisfactory  inaaner. 

Your  Committee  also  had  the  chimneys  of  the  Connty  buildings 
cleaned  tt  a  cost  of  $2.50. 

Your  Committee  had  one  C.  Lister  who  was  sick  in  Gaol  for 
iome  time  previous  to  last  session,  removed  to  the  hospital  at  St. 
Catharines,  pursuant  to  directions  of  Council.  K.xpense  for  attend 
ance  while  at  hospital  being  $16. 

Your  Committee  have  also  let  the  contract  for  painting  and  de- 
corating the  roof,to  Samuel  Jewell  of  Fort  Erie,  for  the  sum  of  $191.60 
which  work  is  now  in  proe[ress. 

Your  Committee,  in  considering  the  tramp  nuisance,  decided  to 
obtain  stone  for  breaking,  and  accordingly  advertised  for  tenders 
for  stone,  and  let  the  contract  for  stone  to  be  delivered  in  rear  of 
Court  House  at  $6.95  to  Messrs.  Beenier  &  Sullivan,  their  tender 
being  the  lowest,  20  cords  of  yrhich  have  been  delivered,  balance 
when  required.  Your  Committee  think  this  plan  will  relieve  the 
County  of  the  expense  of  this  great  tramp  nuisance  every  winter,  if 
not,  some  labor  may  be  obtained  from  these  individuals,  and  the 
stone  will  readily  sell  at  a  small  advance  on  cost. 

Your  Committee  also  directed  the  stoves  belonging  to  the 
county  to  be  sold  by  auction,  which  has  been  done,  the  sum  realized 
being  $117-70,  less  the  autioneers  fee  for  selUng. 

Your  Committee  have  not  gone  on  with  the  painting  of  the  walls 
nor  the  frescoing  of  the  ceilings  of  Court  Room  and  other  rooms,  as 
directed  previous  to  re-roofing,  as  it  was  considered  by  the  Committee 
that  the  expense  incurred  this  year  was  as  large  as  they  felt  justified  in 
doing. 

Your  Committee  would  suggest  the  advisability  of  altering  the 
shape  of  the  Council  table  to  a  semi-circle   shape;  as  it  would  admit 
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of  every  councillor  hearing  more  distinctly  what  was  said  by  any  mem- 
ber around  the  board,  as  in  the  present  shape,  the  councillors  sitting 
at  the  opposite  end  from  the  warden,  are  often  unable  to  hear  what 
is  said  by  the  warden.  The  expense  of  this  change  would  be  very 
small. 

Your  Committee  trust  that  what  they  have  caused  to  be  done 
may  prove  to  be  satisfactory  to  all,  and  they  venture  the  opinion, 
that  the  work  now  cnmpleted  will  not  require  any  further  expenditure 
for  some  time  to  come. 

Your  Committee  also  engaged  Ellsworth  &  Johnson  to  do  certain 
work  and  furnishing  materialforcounty  buildings  amounting  to  $91.39. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that   the  several  sums  before 

mentioned  be  paid,  and  that  the  warden  do  issue  his  cheques  for  the 

same.

3. — The  said  Ross  is  predisposed  to  consumption  of  the  worst 
type,  several  of  his  family,  (viz.,  his  mother  and  a  brother)  having  died 
of  that  complaint.  We  are  advised  by  physicians  that  confinemer| 
will  speedily  develope  the  hereditary  tamt. 

4. — His  father  is  an  old  man  sixty-four  years  of  age,  in  delicate 
health ;  and  we  believe  that  his  health  is  injuriously  affected  because 
of  his  son's  confinement. 

And  as  in  duty  bound  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray.

This  is  to  certify  that  duriog  the  months  of  March  and  April  of

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REPORT  OF  GAOL  INSPECTOR  RE  GAOL  SURGEON. 

Copy  of  charges  made  by  Mr.  Burgar. 

I  St.  That  medicines  procured  by  the  County  were  used  for  other 
than  County  purposes. 

2nd.  That  the  Gaol  Surgeon  used  his  office  to  extort  money 
from  criminal  prisoners,  and  that  the  Gaoler  was  cognizant  of  the  fact 
and  allowed  intercourse  with  the  prisoners,  both  before  and  after  the 
trial,  the  prisoner  being  led  to  believe  that  the  Gaol  Surgeon  and  his 
accomplices  i-o  id  produce  temporary  insanity  by  medicines  and  pro- 
cure his  release  by  certificates  of  insanity. 

3rd    That  oatmeal  was  exchanged  for  tobacco  for  the  use  of 

prisoners. 

4th.  That  Turnkey  has  had  free  access  to  female  department 
and  be  with  female  prisoners  during  wash-days. 

Sth.  That  the  Gaoler  has  been  in  the  habit  of  filling  ont  Sur- 
geon's certificates  for  prisoners  about  being  removed  to  the  Provincial 
Penetentiary,  and  signing  same  with  the  name  of  the  Surgeon  when 
there  was  no  examination  by  Gaol  Surgeon. 

6th.  That  in  the  case  of  one  John  Ryan,  a  prisoner  committe*^ 
for  sixty  days,  the  Gaoler  changed  the  commitment  so  as  to  read 

ninety  days. 

SUPPLEMENTARY  CHARGES'. 

I  St  .That  the  Gaoler  allowed  one  John  Rhodes,  a'  prisoner 
under  sentence  to  ten  years  in  the  Provincial  Penetentiary,  to  have  hi* 
wife  with  him  the  greater  part  of  one  day  in  the  top  ward  of  the  said 
gaol  without  any  officer  of  the  gaol  being  present. 

2nd.  That  the-  Gaoler  also  allowed  one  J.  V.  Holcomb,  a 
prisoner  under  sentence  to  the  Provincial  Penetentiary,  to  have  his 
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wife  with  him  in  the  centre  ward  of  said  gaol  the  greater  part  of  one 
day  without  any  officer  of  the  gaol  being  present. 

3rd.  That  the  Gaoler  allowed  the  Matron  to  have  in  her 
possession  keys  that  would  unlock  the  male  prison  kitchen  and 
Gaoler's  office,  and  that  male  prisoner  were  frequently  taken  out  of 
said  kitchen  by  the  Matron  or  by  a  girl,  who  was  living  with  her,  and 
put  to  work  in  the  Matron's  kitchen  without  a  Turnkey  being 
present.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  acting  under  instructions  of  the 
Hon.  S.  C.  Woods,  Provincial  Treasurer,  I  attended  at  the  court  house 
of  the  County  of  Welland,  on  the  loth  day  of  May  last,  and  opened 
an  official  enquiry  into  certain  charges  which  were  formulated  by  Mr. 
Hamilton  Burgar,  of  AVelland,  against  the  Gaol  Surgeon  and  the 
Gaoler  of  that  County. 

Mr.  Burgar  was  represented  at  the  enquiry  by  |^his  solicitor,  Mr. 
W.  M.  German,  while  the  Hon.  J.  G.  Currie  acted  as  counsel  for  the 
officers  charged. 

After  taking  the  evidence  of  several  witnesses  at  the  request  of 
both  parties  I  adjourned  the  enquiry  until  the  1 7th  of  May,  on  which 
day  I  heard  further  evidence  and  again  adjourned,  this  time  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  the  evidence  of  certain  prisoners  confined  in  the 
penitentiary  at  Kingston.  On  the  23rd  of  May  I  proceeded  to  the 
penitentiary  and  took  evidence  there,  Mr.  Currie  being  present,  Mr. 
Burgar  being  represented  by  M  r.  B.  M.  Britton,  of  Kingston.  An' 
other  adjburnment  ^was  then  made  until  the  ist  of  June,  when  the 
taking  of  evidence  was  concluded  at  Welland  The  charges  first  made 
by  Mr.  Burgar  were  six  in  number.  To  these  were  added,  during  the 
course  of  the  investigation  with  Mr.  Currie's  consent,  three  supple* 
mentary  charges,  making  nine  in  all. 

A  full  copy  of  the  charges  made  and  the  evidence  taken  thereon 
is  submitted  herewith. 
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After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  evidence  adduced,  I  have 
the  honor  to  report  my  conclusions  to  be  as  follows  :  — 

I  St.  That  the  charges  against  the  Gaol  Surgeon  have  been  sub 
stantially  proven,  and  that  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Dr.  Schooley 
should  not  be  continued  in  that  position. 

2nd. — That  while  all  the  charges  made  against  the  Gaoler  have 
not  been  proven,  and  that  some  of  those  which  were  proven  are  not  of 
great  importance,  and  admit  of  some  explanation,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  evidence  sufficiently  shews  that  on  the  part  of  the  Gaoler 
irregularities  have  taken  place  in  the  gaol  from  time  to  time,  which 
are  subversive  of  the  discipline  thereof,  and  that  the  Gaoler  fails  to 
realize  the  responsibility  of  his  position  ;  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  Oq 
better  administration  can  be  hoped  for  under  him  in  the  future  than 
in  the  past ;  I  have,  therefore,  no  other  course  open  to  me  than  to 
recommend  his  removal.

LETTER  FROM  THE  WARDEN  TO  COUNTY   SOLICITOR 

HE  GAOL  SURGEON. 

Oefice  of  the  Waiiden,  County  or 
Welland,  Thorold  Ont., 
Oct.  18,  1884. 
Dear  Sir,— 

On  the  gth  or  loth  of  August  last  (I  have  mislaid  the  letter)  I 
received  a  letter  team  Dr.'  Schooley,  the  Gaol  Surgeon,  complaining 
^t  the  SheriflF  had  called  in  another  physician  to  attend  a  prisoner 
who  was  sick,  and  had  given  instructions  to  the  Gaoler  not  to  allow 
him  (Dr.  Schooley)  to  see  the  prisoner  who  was  ill.  Some  days  after 
this  Sheriff  Duncan  Came  to  my  office  and  informed  me  that  he  intend- 
ed suspending  Dr.  Schooley  from  his  office  as  Gaol  Surgeon  for  ne 
gleet  of  duty.    On  the   i8th  of  Aug.  1  received  a  letter  from  the 
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Sheriff  stating  that  he  had  suspended  the  Gaol  Surgeon,  and  asked  me 
to  nominate  some  one  to  take  his  position. 

This  latter  I  declined  to  do  on  the  ground  that  I  was  not  aware 
of  any  law  that  gave  the  Sheriff  the  power  to  suspend  an  officer  who  is 
appointed  by  by-law  of  the  County  Couucil,  and  paid  by  that  body. 
I  wrote  the  Sheriff  to  this  effect,  and  asked  him  to  refer  me  to  his 
authority  for  assuming  the  power  he  had.  He  in  reply  referred  me  to 
Sections  2,  4,  9,  10,  37  and  54  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Common  Gaols  of  Ontario. 

The  construction  I  put  upon  the  sectious  above  was  this  :  Sec- 
tion 2  refers  to  the  appointment  of  the  resident  Gaol  Officers  ;  section 
4  to  the  appointment  of  the  Gaol  Surgeon,  which  appointment  is 
made  by  the  County  Council  and  not  by  the  Sheriff  or  the  Govern- 
ment; section  9  and  10  I  concluded  referred  only  to  his  power  to  sus- 
jicnd,  dismiss  and  appoint  theresiuent  Gaol  Officers  therein  named  ; 
gcstions  37  and  54  have  no  bearin.;  on  the  question  at  issue. 

I  have  taken  the  ground  that  r.;e  power  to  suspend  or  dismiss 

the  Gaol  Surgeon  rested  only  whei  -  ibe  power  to  appoint  exists,  viz., 
with  the  County  Council  or  witli  its  executive  officer.  I  wrote  the 
Sheriff,  stating  my  views,  and  askeu  him  to  instruct  the  Gaoler  to 
allow  Dr.  Schooley  to  contmue  his  ^  sits  to  the  gaol ;  this  he  has  re- 
fused to  do.     Please  give  me  your  o\  inion  on  the  following  : 

1st. — Has  the  Sheriff  the  power  to  suspend  the  Gaol  Surgeon? 

2nd. — If  the  Sheriff  has  not  the  power  of  suspending  the  Surge- 
on, what  mode  of  procedure  will  be  necessary  in  order  that  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  County  Council  may  be  sustained.

My  Dear  Sir, — 

Having  given  the  subject  of  your  letter  to  me  in  the  matter  o^ 
the  suspension  of  the  Gool  Surgeon  by  the  Sheriff  careful  considera- 
tion, and  having  referred  to  the  statute  by  virtue  of  which  the  County 
Council  has  the  appointment  of  Gaol  Surgeon,  being  "  The  Consoli- 
dated Municipal  Act,  1883,"  and  to  the'  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Inspector  of  Prisons  for  the  government  of  Common  Gaols,  framed 
under  Cap.  224,  Sec.  9  R.  S.  O.,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  control  of 
the  Gaol  Surgeon  is  vested  in  the  County  Council  and  not  in  the 
Sheriff,  and  that  the  rules  above  named,  so  far  as  relates  to  the 
suspension  of  officers,  do  :s  not  apply  to  Gaol  Surgeons. 

I  think  the  best  metliod  of  dealing  with  the  matter,  and  asserting 

the  rights  of  the  County  Council,  will  be  to  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  County  Council,  and  notify  ihe  Inspector  of  Prisons  so  that  he 
may  be  present,  when  it  is  p.  bable  that  a  satisfactory  conclusion 
would  be  arrived  at ;  or  if  you  do  not  wish  to  call  a  special  meeting» 
it  may  be  advisable  to  correspond  with  the  Prison  Inspector  or  the 
Attorney-General,  submitting  the  <  ase  to  him. 

The  County  Council  might,  I  liiink,  under  section  480  of  the 
Municipal  Act  of  1883,  request  tlic  County  Judge  to  investigate  any 
charge  of  misconduct  preferred  against  the  Gaol  Surgeon,  as  he  is  an 
officer  of  the  corporation.
